and the members of the legislature had 
no thought of letting a little matter 
like the fact that what they called the 
state was not really a state interfere 
with their voting for James Monroe 
and Daniel D. Tompfclns, for president 
and vice president respectively As the 
Indianapolis News, which tells the 
story, puts It, Indiana politicians want- 
ed to get In on the ground floor 


On Nov 11, exactly a month before 


Indiana was admitted to the t'niou. the 
legislature adopted a Joint resolution. 
"That it Is eipedient to provide at this 
time for the election of three electors 
to vote'for president and vice president 
of the United States of America at the 
ensuing 'presidential election." 
This 


was approved by the governor, and two 
days later Jesse S. Holiuan, General 
Joseph Bartholomew and Thomas H. 
Blake were chosen electors by the leg- 
islature,' this being the method In all 
the states at that time. While these 
electors were chosen before the state 
was admitted their rote was not cast 
until a few days after the admission. 
Indiana's right to »te was disputed 
when. the national house and senate 
met to open and count the votes, but 
the new state finally won the decision.

Drowning is a quicker death than 


most people suppose. Insensibility is 


1 said to begin iu about one minute, and 


fatal 
unconsciousness generally su- 


pervenes in tbe neighborhood of two. 
Even practiced divers cannot remain 
under water more than a minute and a 
half, and it is almost fatal to remain be- 
neath the surface longer than that. 


At Navariuo, \vbcre there are many 


expert divers who plunge into the sea 
after sponges, not one was fouud who 
could remain under water for two 
minutes. 
In the Red sea the Arab 


divers generally remain down one and 
a quarter minutes, wbile at Ceylon the 
pearl fishers can seldom stay below 
for even one minute. There is a case 
on record at Falmouth, England, where 
a diver had descended eighty feet and 
on giving the signal was drawn up 
slowly, so It was two minutes before 
he reached the surface. 
Blood ran 


from his ears and nose, and he was In- 
sensible. He died without speaking. 


Insensibility, however, docs not al- 


ways Involve death, for in many cases 
a person may be resuscitated by the 
use of energetic measures. The bring- 
ing to of people who have been under 
water for flvc consecutive minutes, how- 
ever. Is considered doubtful by phy- 
sicians. 
There have been extraor- 


dinary cases 
related, 
nevertheless, 


whero persons have been brought back 
to life after having been submerged 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, but It is 
probable that they have come to the 
surface again and again during that 
time.—BlackwooS's.

MACKEREL SKIES. 
. 


Theories Abnat How These Clood 


Formation* Are C«n»ed. 


The mackerel sky comes from the 


same causes as 'all the cirrus clouds, so 
called'from the beautiful curl their 
fragments 
often assume, such as 


"mackerel skies," "mares' tails" and 
"cats' tails." 
Meteorologists are not 


agreed as to tho cause, there being two 
explanations. 


It has been suggested that these cir- 


rus clouds are the heads of columns of 
vapor rlsiug from the earth and pre- 
cipitated as BOOU ns they attain a cer- 
tain elevation, rarely less than three 
miles above the earth (15.S-IO feet) and 
often five or six miles (20,000 to 30,000 
feet). If this be so tbe visible cloud 
forms the capital of an Invisible pillar 
of .saturated air. 


The second explanation Is that they 


are caused in the higher regions of the 
atmosphere by the meeting of two cur- 
rents of air of different water bearing 
capacity, causing them to. form into 
parallel bands, each belt being com- 
posed of light, airy fragments, slightly 
altered In appearance according to a 
slight difference in conditions under 
which they are formed. It has been 
supposed that «uch clouds are compos- 
ed of particles of snow. 


It might be added that they occur in 


systems, long ranks of them extending 
in one direction for vast distances and 
being occasionally crossed by other 
systems at other but also extreme al- 
titudes.

JAPANESE DANCES.

The form of amusement of a dra- 


matic nature tbat most luteresti ttw 
traveler In Japan Is the geisha dance, 
also tlic kagura, or couiuiou religious 
dance, and the udzuum-uml, a religious 
dance performed In the ancient Sliliuo- 
Ganio Shiuto temple near Kyoto. 
These dances arc not particularly 
umusing to witness, though all sights 
of the kind arc more or less amusing 
when witnessed for the Urst time. The 
best geisha daucing takes place in 
Kioto, the nest Ijest In Tokyo, but so 
called geisha dances may bu seen iu 
several of the largo towns. 


Almost more Interesting to sec, how- 


over, are the religious dances. In the 
kagura, for instance, thu dancer usual- 
ly wears a loose white chemise gar- 
ment, a pair of Happing trousers, i'eu- 
erally of a bright rod color, and a long, 
transparent covering formed like a 
cloak and ornamented with designs re- 
senilillng crests. Her hair hangs down 
her back in a single tress, flowers adorn 
her forehead, and her face Is bosmearod 
with a white compound, said to consist 
chiefly of white lead. In her hand she 
holds a bunch of small bells that is not 
unlike a child's toy. This she shakes at 
Intervals during the dance. Sometimes 
several girls dance at one time, but In 
every case their movements are accom- 
panied by a mournful, sacred chant 
and by a tune played upon a drum and 
flute by priests. It Is wrong to sup- 
pose, however, as many Europeans 
who- 
have visited Japan do suppose, 


that the uiikakoodorl dance Is indecent. 
About the geAuiue geisha dance there 
is nothing even indelicate or sugges- 
tive.— St. James' Gazette. 


HE SET THE EXAMPLE. 


Water In Rubber. 


Experiments with a hermetically 


sealed rubber bottle containing water 
have shown that the rubber Is not ab- 
solutely water tight. Tho filled bottle 
weighed seventeen ounces four drams. 
At the end of one year the weight was 
seventeen ounces two drams; nine 
years, ten ounces; eighteen years, four- 
teen ounces two drams; twenty-three 
years, thirteen ounces four drams; 
twenty-five years, seven ounces eight 
drams; twenty-eight years, three ounces 
fourteen drams; thirty 'years, thrue 
ounces twelve drams, the water being 
entirely gone.

The discovery of America had 
brought a vast number of new plants 
to Europe, and their study doubtless 
stimulated the more complete study of 
those of the old world. The great com- 
mercial activity of the ceutury must 
aiso have hail Its influence. Ships were 
bringing new products from all parts 
and among these plants were not for- 
gotten. 
But from whatever cause It 


arose, the great Impulse and reuewcd 
activity In the discovery and study of 
plants was quite remarkable. 
They 


produced a large body of students, 
whose labors were unwearied, and a 
wonderful amount of botanical litera- 
ture. 


Among those students were such 


men as I.oincer, L'Obel, Caesalpluus, 
L'Ecluse, Mattloli, Caspar and Jobu 
BAuhiu, Conrad Gesncr, Poun, Leon- 
ard, Kucha, Prosper Alplnus, Dodoeus 
and many others. And these men were 
not stay at home botanical students. 
They were great travelers, whose de- 
light was to collect and examine plants 
In their native countries. 
Caspar 


Bauhin collected them In Germany, 
France and Italy with great labor and 
danger ("quod praecipuum erat, plan- 
tas locis natallbus lusptclendo nullls 
laborlbus, nullis molestils, nullis sump-, 
tibus peper cinuis"); L'Eciuse collected 
them In Spain, Hungary and Bohemia; 
Du Choul searched Mount Pilatus and 
John Puna Mount Baldus; Leonard 
Itauwolf made a long Journey to the 
east in search of them and Prosper 
Alplnus examined those of Egypt— 
Loqdon Standard.

A circus that Is «'too- biff to give a street 
parade" Is a novelty even in tnesd days of 
colossal enterprises and mammoth amuse- 
ment Institutions, JHut tbat Is theannounce- 
ment of the Barnnm A Bailey circus, which 
exhibits In Newport, Wednesday. June 27. 
In speaking- of the reasons for this striking 
innovation, a representative of toe big show, 
said recently: "The llarDum A Baltey circus 
has become ao large that a parade is no longer 
possible or even dMlrable. If we could bo 
absolutely sure of getting into town by day- 
break, tbe parade would still be feasible, nut 
with our flvn long trains or can, this is too 
much to expect of tbe railroad companiM. 
Jn many Instances, it Is 8 or 0 o'clock before 
the last section arrives, and 10 o'clock befora 
It Is unloaded and the paraphernalia trans- 
ferred to tbe show grounds. This leaven Just 
sufficient time to erect the big tents and pre- 
pare for the afternoon performance. To lake 
several hundred men away from the sboff 
grounds at the most critical time in tbe 
morning, in order to give a parade, would 
mean delay In opening, and consequent dis- 
comfort to the public. To compel thousands 
of people to stand out in front of the entrance, 
In tbe hot sun or rain, because the giving of 
the parade has delayed the opeulng for an 
nour or more, Is positively cruel; but tbere 
Is frequently no help for It when parades ard 
given. By eliminating the parade the public 
ui also saved, a long and often uncomfortable 
wait on the streets pending tbe always more 
or less delayed procession, which at bes>. nud 
nothing, new to offer, to. say nothing of the 
Interference with public traffic and the busi- 
ness of the city's merchants. -Many munici- 
pal governments have recognized the litter 
tacts by either refusing to give licenses for 
parades, or by making Che tax so high a? to 
be prohibitive. Street parades were all riglil 
when circuses were small, and were neces- 
sary from an advertising standpoint. Tlie 
Uarnuin £ Ualluy shpw Is too weli-known to 
need advertising of this character, nn<! iu- 
steudaf wasting time and energy, on a con- 
ventional street display, every etlbrt Is con- 
centrated upou the perlortnuuce." 
Theexperimeut of cultlnK out the p:irnue 
was tried iu this country for the iirei IIIIKI 
last season, and the circus man was uykcd 
whktetTvCt thetuuova'loQ bud upou tbe Dili- 
tuess of the big show. 
"If anything, it helped the patronage," uiw 
the reply. -'The necessity for eliminating 
tbe parade because of tue magnitude of tue 
show was generally recognized, and the puli- 
llcwagauxroui to seeanhow that was actu- 
ally too big to give a procession. Before tue 
advent of the suow lu some of the \Vestem 
cities there were some unfavorable com- 
ments regarding the 'no parade' feature even 
in tbe press; but after the public and tue 
newspaper men saw the performance, no- 
ticed the Increased vim and ginger that «« 
Installed luto It because the pel formers unu 
animals were uot overworked, and the gutt- 
er enjoyment of the people because they baa 
not been worn out by a long period or tire- 
some waiting, there was but one verdict, ana 
that was ttm the elimination of the paraiu 
was a success from every standpoint."

iu every respect, wholesome and HI 


.for food. 


The important features of the leg- 


islation arc- that it places the cost of the 
Inspection ou the 
government and 


makes au annual automatic appropria- 
tion of £.',000,000 to puy the expenses. 
j( requires a rigid post mortem aud ante- 
niorteui Inspection of all animals killed 
.for food. 
It requires a government 


label as a passport for all meat and 
meat products which enter interstate 
commerce and, In addition to this label, 
a certificate of purity to the carrier and 
•to the secretary of agriculture for all 
such products which euter foreign com- 
merce. 


To secure this label, the product must 


be banditti in accordance with sanitary 
regulations to be prescribed 
by the 


secretary of agriculture, who is au- 
thorized to employ, without regard to 
the civil service law, for the first year, 


An adequate corps of efficient iuspectors 
to supervise the eriforcetuent of his reg- 
ulations. 


It prohibits the use of preservatives 


or chemicals in the preparatiim of meat 
foods which are deleterious to health, 
and leaves the matter of determining 
this question to the secretary of agri- 
culture. The label on the product is to 
indicate the ingredients, but the date 
of manufacture is not required to be 
stated: 


Tin- sanitary requirements, which the 


secretary is ti prescribe aud enforce, 
must Insure complete sanitation as to 
all buildings, whether slaughter houses 
or cauniug establishments. 
: 


There are many penalty clauses at- 


taching to violations of all these pro 
Tisions. The common carrier is sub- 
ject to a heavy penalty If he accepts 
for transportation any goods not bear- 
ine the government label, or in case of 
foreign shipments, in addition to the 
label, not accompanied "by the required 
•certificate. The packers are subject to 
a heavy penalty for false labeling as to 
contents of packages. Trade names are 
to be allowed iu some cases, in the dis- 
cretion of the secretary, but in all cases 
th« contents of the package must be 
stated. 


The violation of any of the provisions 


of the regulations is made a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a line not to ex- 
wed ?10,000 or imprisonment not to ei- 
ceed two years. There is a special pen- 
alty against the bribery of inspectors, 
being imprisonment from one to three 
y»ars and fine of from $1000 to $10,000 
for offering a bribe and the »ame pun- 
ishment for the acceptance of a bribe on 
the part of iuspectors.

lations.

Bialystnk. Russia, June 15.—A Jew- 


ish anarchist threw a bomb among a 
Corpus Christi procession which was in 
progress 410*? aud killed or wounded 
many persons. 
In consequence the 


Christians t Hacked and massacred the 
Jews and demolished their shops. Hun- 
dred* of persons were killed or wounded. 


The bomb was thrown from the bal- 


cony of a house iu Alexandrov street. 
Immediately after the explosion Jews 
began to fir* revolvers from the win- 
dows of the. lion** into the crowd. Sol- 
diers surrounded the house aud fire*! 


ttwo volleys into the windows. Mean 
while the exasperated Christians at- 
tacked the Jewish stores in Alexaudrov 
and Suras streets, demolishing the fix- 
tures and windows and throwing the 
goods Into the gutters aud beating and 
murdering the Jews. A crowd of Jews 
fled to the railroad station, pursued by 
the mob, which killed many of them 
there. Three Jews were thrown from 
second story windows of the railroad 
station building. 


The Jews are fleeing from Bialystok 


to the neighboring forests uud mobs are 
pursuing them. 
Detachments of dra- 


goons, have been sent out to protect the 
Jews. 
, 


Jews arriving here on railway trains 


have been dragged out of the cars nnd 
many of them have beeu murdered. 
Troops have cleared the railway sta- 
tion. The disturbances still continue. 


St. Petersburg, June 15.—The latest 


dispatches from Bialystok report a sit- 
uation of the utmost gravity. 
The 


anti-Jewish outbreak there is still rag- 
ing, righting is iu progress in the streets, 
the firing is continuous, the best stores 
in the city have been sacked, nnd many 
are dead or wotmded. 
Figures, how- 


ever are not given, and probably the 
casualties are not known iu Bialystok, 
owing to the continuance of the disor- 
ders. 


The signal for the outbreak, which 


apparently was deliberately planned, 
perhaps as a couuter stroke for the mur- 
der of Chief of Police Derkatchoff on 
June 10, which was attributed to Jew- 
ish bundists, is given as the explosion 
of a.bomb during a religious proces- 
sion. This was followed by revolver 
fusillades in several quarters of the city. 
The police are said not to" have at- 
tempted to interfere in the early stages 
of the riot. 


The Jews, who number three fourths 


of the population of the city, offered the 
best resistance possible, many of them 
being armed, bnt were unable to pre- 
vent the pillaging of their homes aud 
places of business. Finally the mili- 
tary interfered, but, according to ad- 
vices received here, without being able 
to restore order. Reinforcements have 
been rushed to Bialystok from Grodno. 


Several members of parliament have 


received messages from Jewish corre- 
spondents at Bialystok declaring that 
the police apparently had given over the 
Hebrew population to slaughter and 
pillage. 
These correspondents urge 


that the only hope Is In an appeal to the 
ministry of the Interior to interfere in 
their behalf. A delegation of deputies 
called at the headquarters of the police 
department, where they were Informed 
that all measures possible had 
been 


taken to stop excesses and restore or- 
der. 
' 


Uprising of Korean* 


London, June 14.—The Dally Tele- 


graph's correspondent at Toklo sends 
the following: The Korean rebellion Is 
extending. The Insurgents have loeted 
Tamyang and Sunchang and are threat- 
ening other towns. Japanese warships 
at Yokohama have been ordered to as- 
sist cruiser Cniyoda, torpedo vessel 
Patsuta and the torpedo flotilla to sup- 
press piracy on the southeast coast of 
Korea.

But the bread 
and butter of the clergymen still de- 
peuds oil tbe favor of I he rich men and 
tbe obligation of bardly diluted ser- 
vility IB as strong an ever. 
The retirement of the pastor of what 


to called the Rockefeller church In New 
York calls attention to the fact that tbe 
richest mail In America is the patron 
of two churches and a great university, 
whose heads have to practice their pro- 
fession with a constant eye upon his 
interest and his whimx. The cause of 
Dr. Johnston's retirement Is a mystery. 
First it was said he was to nucceed Dr. 
Harper. 
Now it is said that some of bis timid 


animadversions upon the arrogance of 
wealth and iheeviln of Wall street gam 
bllng have given offence In powerful 
quarters and that be feels that bis 
work as pastor has beeu belittled by 
tbe disproportionate development of 
the Eockefeller Bible class. 
These 


rumors have no particular Interest ex- 
cept for the light they throw upon the 
special relation that is supposed to 
exist between a clergyman and his 
richest parishioner. 
The high class domestic service of the 


excessive rich is not coullued to the 
cure of suulv. Cases are.not uueouimou 
where a lawyer or physician practises 
his profession for the sole benetit of a 
wealthy man. In the case of lawyers 
the personal servica is more often dis- 
guised under employment by a corpora- 
tion In which the rich man is the chief 
owner. For the family doctor of Eng- 
lish tradition we have the general coun- 
sel of a great corporation taking his or- 
ders from Its president. 
Often the.legitimate legal service of a 


general counsel runs into every kind of 
obscure personal service to great stock- 
holders. When (Jhauncey Depew was 
general counsel of the New York Cen- 
tral, he served and touted for the rich 
Vauderbilt family, everywhere, from 
the dinner table to the Legislature at 
Albany. Tbe humiliations of ancient 
domestic chaplains are recalled by the 
refusal of one of tbe Vanderbilt women 
to receive him at her table on the ground 
that her own butler had no seat there. 


Even more common, though lees 


open, is the appearance of newspapers 
and newspaper meu among the re- 
tainers of wealthy persons, families 
and corporations. 
At least half the 


prominent papers of New York are 
supposed to be attached in this way 
and the practice Is not unknown in the 
provincial newspaper field,—Minneap- 
olis Tribune.

The practice has 
spread to such an extent that the man 
who blacks your boots, that helps you 
on with your coat, tbat hands you your 
hat, that tells you the way, that brings 
you a glass ol water, that shaves your 
face, or cuts your hair, expects a gratu- 
ity In addition to tbe pay which he re- 
ceives for performing bis work.

But tbe tipping evil bae gone higher 


up tban this, and is beginning to spead 
Itself through all the departments of 
business and politics. It is tbe duty of 
tbe legislator to pass good laws, but be 
sometimes bas to be tipped to do It. It 
is the duty of tbe policeman to protect 
property from robbery, but he often bas 
to be tipped to do it. If you want to 
sell a line of goods it is even necessary 
to tip the butler, the farm superintend- 
ent, tbe purchasing agent. 


Do you want a switch connection or 


a prompt supply of cars from a rail- 
road? It may be well to tip the rail- 
road official with a gift of money or of 
stock.

Introdaced Into WeW Kaglaad br tbe 


*al«m Sea Captain*. 


Housewives of today would aotknoiv 


what was meant by tbe bundle band- 
kerchief, yet 100 years ago the woman 
who did not have a pile of them neatly 
folded and Ironed and laid away In 
smooth piles In a drawer of one of the 
capacious closets which were then 
built Into houses was considered a poor 
housekeeper. The bundle handkerchief 
was first introduced by the Salem sea 
captains. It was brought from abroad 
with choice things, such as sandalwood 
fans, guava jelly and amber beads. 


Those imported were the white India 


siik and were used to tie around the 
"best cap" box when ladles went out to 
spend the afternoon. 
Those of home 


make were of squares of calico or mus- 
lin and used for everyday bundles. 
When ladles went visiting to other 
towns their piles of dainty, handmade 
underware were wrapped in fine lawn 
or linen handkerchiefs sweet with lav- 
ender and orris. A new gown always 
came home from the dressmaker's care- 
fully pinned in a thin, worn and much 
used madras handkerchief. 


No Salem Infant was considered to 


have been properly Introduced to so- 
ciety till it bad dangled in a bundle 
handkerchief from a pair of steelyard 
scales. 


When the servants went to the bak- 


ery they carried a couple of coarse blue 
checked bundle handkerchiefs, anil In 
one was wrapped the pot of beans, and 
in the other was wrapped the brown 
bread.

He 
devotes his attention almost entirely to 
western questions— Irrigation, forestry, 
miuiug, agriculture, etc. Ou certain 
subjects be Is well posted, and his col- 
lengues avail themselves of his iutor- 
uiatiou. Mr. Clark wisely avoids any 
attempt to pose as a. statesman or a 
maker of laws. 


Senator Clark's millions were made, 


as everybody knows, out of the ground. 
His wealth is estimated at $200,000,000. 
It may be much more, but is not less 
than that figure, lie was offered 8150,- 
000,000 for the United Verda miue. He 
refused, because the wealth is safer iu 
the mine than it would be lu bauks 
or lands. 
He has made additional 


millions— nobody kuows bow many— 
by acquiring forest lauds In the West, 
aud although there was * public out- 
cry agaiuet his methods some years ago, 
it is only fair to say -that the vigilant 
eye of old Ethan Allen Hitch mck, sec- 
retary of tue Interior, has failed to .de- 
tect anything Improper lu Senator 
Clark's acquisition of the public lauds. 


(Julie auotner type of man In Mlcpnen 


B. Elklus, of Weft Virginia, who la 
credited with possessing mure wealth 
than any other rjeuaior, with the 'ex- 
ception of Senator Clark. The Mou- 
•taua Senator is acquisitive, but Ire did 
not make his money through this trait: 
Other ,-jenatorn have ability 10 pile up 
millions, but they are not entirely ac- 
. quisitive. Senator Elkius fraukly ac- 
knowledges his delight iu exercisiug his 
spleudid gift of acquisitiveness. He is 
u uuiural-bom accumulator. 


Senator ElkluB has bad his share of 


.ruugbiug it. He went to New Mexico 
aud acquired some inouey, aud inci- 
dentally could not resist acquiring the 
Spanish language.

He is a hard 
worker himself, aud .he makes his 
money work, fob. Nothing pleases him 
better than to see his inouey "get a 
move ou" aud multiply itself. 
lieu. Russell A. Alger of Michigan is 


credited with the possession of $20,- 
000,000. tie is a lumber prince, au 
owner of forests, mines, mills aud fac- 
tories. He began early aud worked 
late iu the acquisition of a fortune. 


ALDRICH IS NOT UNDERSTOOD. 


Nelson Wilmarth Aldrich of Rhode 


Islaud Is a much misunderstood man. 
He Is the leader of the Senate, the pop- 
ular Incarnation of "corporate wealth,!' 
the target of the "champions of the 
people" and the juicy morsel of the 
muck-raker. He Is the father-in-law 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr. Isn't that 
enough? He refuses to revise the tariff.

Morgan G. Blakeley of .Connecticut is 


president of the Aetua luurauce Com- 
pany, lie is oue of the solid men of 
Jjew England, iu every sense. His 
neighbor, W. Murray Crane of Massa- 
chusetts, who was head of the great 
Crane paper factories at Dal ton, io a 
youuger aud livelier mau, who never 
made a speech, and dues uot aspire to 
fame in that direction, but be is equalled 
as a "mixer" only by Seuator Aldrich. 
It is believed that Seuator Crane has a 
better chance than any other mau of 
becoming the leader of the Senate as 
tbe successor to Aldricb. 


Vice-President Fairbanks Is Included 


io the list of millionaires of the Senate, 
though he Is uot uow a Senator, of 
course. He has made money la the law, 
aud is Interested lu banks and manu- 
facturing Institutions In Indiana aud 
Illinois. 


Arthur P. Gorman's 
wealth was 


made in railroads, real estate, and gen- 
eral Investments. The estimate" of 
$2,000,000 is probably too conservative 
in his case. Nathan B. Scott of West 
Virginia is a manufacturer with almost 
as keen business sense as la possessed 
by bis colleague, Joseph B. Foraker of 
Ohio, aud has been very successful in 
practising law. . He received big fees 
aud made fortunate investments. 


It will surprise many people to learn 
tbat Joseph W. Bailey of Texas Is a 
millionaire. 
He received oue fee of 


?2oO,000, aud as he didu't happen to 
need the money be invested'ft in such 
a way as to make It worth much more. 


James B. McUreary of Kentucky is 


another deuator whose wealth was uot 
suspected. He has large holdings of 
Chicago real estate, The others making 
up theacaut list of rich Democrats iu 
the Senate are Thomas S. Martm of 
Virginia, aud James P. Taliaferro of 
Florida. They may be worth a million 
each. 


Like Seuator 
Newiauds, Eugene 


Hale of Mjiue is credited with mil- 
lions ou the distaff side. He married 
the daughter of Zich Chuudler of 
Michigan, the Mark Hanua of his day. 
Senator Hale has uot beeu dependent, 
however, upou his wife's mouey, for he 
is a anrewd business mau, aud has 
made investments which have doubled 
his fortune. Probaoly $3,O.H),000 is a 
low estimate of his holdings.

(Jougie-B lu recent yean has fur- 


nished few more glariug examples of 
false economy than m its failure lo in- 
crease lhe limit of expenditure /or the 
improvements at West Point to the es- 
llniale originally approved by the joint 
committee of both Houses, which, after 
an exhaustive investigation including a 
visit to West Pjiut, reported a bill car- 
rylug $u',50U,000 to carry out the iui- 
f 


rovemeuls approved by the Congress, 
n I be closing days of the session of 


1802 the House with little or no debate 
cui down that appropriation to $5,800,- 
000. No adequate reason for tills re- 
duction has ever beeu given. The Sen- 
ate committee has again aud again in- 
serted iu the appropriation bill for the 
Academy a provision authorizing au 
Increase to the- original limit of coat, 
but it baa beeu lost in conference. This 
year the committee has restored the 
original limit of cost, which amounts 
to au increase of $1,700,000. 


Seuator Warren, chairman of the 


Senate Committee ou Military A flairs, 
with the assistance of the President 
aud Secretary Taft will endeavor to 
force it through the Senate. The coun- 
try will uot sauctlou a waste of Its 
mouey at 'Vest Point but it doee desire 
au Academy there for the traumic ol ils 
army oltkeis, which shall furnish ade- 
quate aooouiuiodatious' for the cadets 
who are usseuibled there from every 
State iu the LJuiuu, aud which shall be 
iu harmony with the beauties of that 
secluded site overlooking the Hudson 
which is oue of the garden spots of 
this country, aud oue of lhe show 
places of the world. A study of the 
plains for "the new West Point" leaves 
the conviction that they do not call for 
au extravagant expenditure of money, 
but only provide a suitable place of 
learning lor the future oHicerx i;f the 
American Army, 


The history of "the new West Point" 


dates back to 1902, which was the year 
of the passage of the act authorizing tbe 
improvements for the Military Acad- 
emy. Prior to the passage of that act 
Ibe Secretary ol War, who was at thai 
I line Ellhu Hoot, took a deep personal 
Interest iu this project, and obtained 
the participation by ten well known 
firms of architects iu the competition 
for the plans for "the new West Point." 
Tbe competition lasted eight mouths. 
During that time the competitors were 
furnished with the fullest possible data 
about the- institution. Maps aud de- 
tails covering the entire system were 
plaed at their dlspoe al, aud they were 
madeacquainted both by correspondence 
aud personal opservatiou, on ibeground 
with the demands that would be put 
ou the buildiug to be erected, both by 
the army aud the natural surround- 
ings. Now buildings had become nec- 
essary, uot only because the present 
buildings were becoming too old to be 
repaired, but because Congress had m 
1900 
aud 1902 increased the corps of 
cadets by over one third or to a max- 
imum of 521, aud larger accommoda 
tio were needed. Tbe maximum uuui- 
berus today is 522. Uuder the rules of 
appoiutuient existing before 1899 this 
uumdar would uot have been reached 
for uiauy years. 


The increased number of cadets 


made the existiug plant altogether In- 
adequate properly to train mid educate 
them for the duties they would be call- 
ed ou subsequently to perform as of- 
ficers of the army. Moved by these 
considerations aud the gradual increase 
in tbe number of cadets that the future 
would bring, Congress passed the act of 
1902, authorizing Improvements at the 
academy In accordance with the plans 
which -were subsequently approved by 
Secretary Boot. The result of the com- 
petition was Ibe selection of tbe plans 
presented by Messrs. Cram, Goodnue 
and Ferguson of Boston. These plans 
were approved iu January, 1004, by the 
Secretary of War. They bad worked 
for over two years ou the geueral plan 
aud have beeu since that time continu- 
ously at work preparing detailed plans 
and specifications for the new buildings. 
The execution of this great project may 
be said to be fairly well started. Visi- 
tors to tbe commencement of tbe Mili- 
tary Academy in June will find tbe 
work under way and the place filled 
with builders' materials and workmen 
digging the excavations aud buildiug 
the foundations for the great granite 
buildings which look to a layman as if 
they would stand all the time 
Plans for the following buildings 


have been fully completed: Cavalry 
aud artillery barracks aud stables, ar- 
tillery gun shed, riding hall, cadet 
headquarters aud cadet store, cadet 
barracks, post headquarters, quarter- 
master and commissary storehouse and 
shops, guardhouse aud tire engine 
house, academic buildiug, five triple 
seta of lieutenants' quarters and two 
double sets of captains' quarters. Be- 
fore eud of tbe year the plans for tbe 
chapel, hotel, post exchange, gymna- 
sium, bachelor ofilcers' quarters, ad- 
ditional officers' quarters aud elevator 
will be in the'bauds'Of the superinten- 
dent, Brigadier General Mills, and 
wheu these are received he will be iu 
possession of all the detailed plaus and 
specifications for the important new 
buildings provided for iu tbe present 
scheme of Improvemeut. 


It is estimated that it would cost $7,- 


500,000 to complete the geueral plan as 
it stands approved by the Secretary of 
War. Congress has appropriated $5,- 
800,000 for this purpose. Since that 
time $546,000 of the total appropriation 
has been diverted by direction of Con- 
gress for projects uot Included In the 
original estimate, so that by adding this 
to the original eatlmate of the joint com- 
mittee of the two Houses, (6,500,000, a 
total is obtained of $7,046,000. ThU la but 
(464,000 abort of tha (7,500,000, which 
Is the amount actually naceanry to 
complete all of tbe improvements In- 
dicated in tbe geueral plan. Tba work 
on tba building cannot ba completed 
before 1812, and probably not for ssv- 
aral years-later BO that it will not ba 
uaoaaaary for Congraas to appropriate 
tba additional mouey urged by tba Sen- 
ata oommlttaa tble yaar or next. It 
can ba f naiad gradually, yaar by yaar, 
u U Is ueaded.

It is also my deliberate 
judgment, after careful aud searching 
investigation of the existing conditions 
al the Military Academy aud the needs 
of the institution, that the Increase 
whii'ii I have urged and which has 
been authorized by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs is essential 
for the proper completion of the gen- 
eral project to which Congress has 
giveu Ils approval. 


"I am convinced that the request. Is 


reasonable aud iu accord with the rep- 
retentatious which have beeu consis- 
tently made by the Military Academy 
authorities aud estimates originally 
submitted by them which were ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War aud 
sent to Congress. 1 have spent consid- 
erable lime personally going over the 
more important plans for tbe new Im- 
provements which have beeu submit- 
ted up lo this lime aud I can assert 
very positively aud without qualifica- 
tion that every economy consistent 
with the erection of public buildings 
at a national Institution of this char- 
aclar has beeu rigidly enforced. 


"The amount which has beeu autho- 


rised by Congress is (5,800,000, which 
If (1,700,000 short of the estimate origi- 
nally approved by the Joint Committee 
of the two bouses of Congress which 
passed ou the pluus auu reported a bill 
after making a watching inquiry into 
tbe subject.

The Institution at West Point Is oue lu 
which the nation deservedly takes a 
great pride aud lor which Cougrese In 
its wisdom has nearly always adc- 
Juately provided. At the present time 


cannot believe tbat motives of econ-

Mot ouly does tbe approved plan pro- 


vide for the present construction of im- 
provements which are uow necessary, 
but it embodies an outline for tbe con- 
sistent growth of the Academy iu tbe 
future, until what is believed to be the 
limit of Its capacity shall have been 
reached. Secretary Taft has pointed 
out to Congress that'this growth will 
be accomplished without the necessity 
of iu auy way modifying the structures 
which it IB now proposed tu erect under 
the present appropriation. 


Certain H is that iuiproveineut iu the 


present accommodations at the Acad- 
emy are demanded. The cadets are 
how crowded beyond the limits of 
health, convenience or comfort, many 
of them uow living three iu a room. 
Lack of space foMhe recitations of sec- 
tions prevents proper arraugemeut of 
the curriculum, and the iuslrucltou iu 
riding is defective because the facilities 
are so limited. This Is true generally 
of the physical training at the Acad- 
emy, aud Is already a subject of gen- 
uine concern to lhe authorities. U111- 
cers ou duty are crowded to the limit 
of their endurance, and it has been 
found necessary to quarter them lu the 
Memorial Hall, which was erected by 
the bequest of the late Geueral Ciillum 
aud was intended for other purposes. 


These condition can be remedied un- 


der the appropriation already granted, 
•but wilbout the Increase urged by eec- 
reury Taft aud recommended by the 
Senate committee it will be necessary 
to resort to makeshifts aud Incomplete 
constructions iu certain buildings which 
must be erected at oucs.—Boston Tran- 
script.
